Jonx Suontr, nee 335 was born of 
honeſt tho? poor parents, at Dorcheſter 

in the county of Dorſet, had no educa- 
tion-given him- by them, and brought 

up to no buſineſs: His parents being 
dead, an uncle ſent for him at the age 

of 14, to Northampton county in Vir- 
ginia, with whom he lived ſeveral years, 
and learned by his Inſtructions to be a 
ſhoe · maker, but being of a roving dif- 
poſition, left his uncle, and went. to fea; 
afterwards he was inſtructed in the trade 

of a carpenter, and was ſo good a pro- 
fivient in both, as to be able to ger his 
living at either of them, but could 
never ſtick to any ſettled buſineſs. He 
has been about nine years in his majeſty's

that his parents and a ſiſter were yet a- 
live, and would hear of his ignomini- 
ous death: he was very much con- 
cern'd he could not ſee two per ſons he 
had robbed, to aſk their pardon 
and forgiveneſs on his knees. He 
own'd. himſelf guilty of the crime for 
which he was condemned, and has 
confeſs'd two- other robberies, which 
ſhall be -mention'd in the account of 
Jobn Jennings, who was partner with 
him in all his rogueries. He was not 
married, was but one year and an half 

in his majeſt y's ſervice, and only three

country work. He leaves behind him a

WIILIAM Bruce, aged 23, was born 
by Newry in the county of Armagh in the 
kingdom of Ireland, of very poor, in- 
duſtrious, honeſt parents, who ſent him 
to ſchool for one quarter of a year only, 
and then took him away thence, to get 
his own living, becauſe they could not 
maintain him any longer, his father be- 
ing a labourer: He has endeavour'd 
ever ſince to get a livelihood, by being 
a labourer, and doing any ſort of ſervile 
work : was never married, and inſiſted 


entirely on his innocency, and that he 
never ſaw the poſt- boy in his life, before 
he came into the cage and charged him 


with the robbery. He proteſted that the 
defence he made at his trial was the

to look for work, as far as Iſlington, but 
not meeting with any encourage ment, 
and being ſcarce of money, was return- 

ing home; that he laid at the upper 

end of Barnet in a barn; becauſe, tho 

he wouid have paid for lodging, they 

laid he was an Iriſhman, and they- 
would not let him have any. He and 
his companions were very cold when 

the day- light came; and as they were 
cold, they ſaid to one another, we had 
better be going to the coal pits at Coven- 
try,to get what would carry them home.

Jonn Cares was indicted for 
ſtealing 20 lambs, the property of 
Mary Delt, widow, William Dell and 
John Dell, from their grounds at 

Velpley-hill, in the county of Bucks, 
the 12th of June. 

Jon CRies, aged 26, was born 
at Tring in the county of Hertford, of 
very mean, but honeſt parents, who 
gave him. but little ſchooling, for he 
could only read, his writing he forgot. 


He was, like his father, a labourer and 5 
whole truth, that be came out of Ireland 


ſhepherd, was never married, acknow- 
ledges

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W himmſelf a wicked and araceleſs 
young man; and that he aſſiſted two 
other men, who got off, in driving 
away. the lambs; but never committed 
any robberies beſides in his life, he be- 
haved well while under fentence, and 
was entirely reſigned, if his fate had 
been otherwiſe ; but as it had pleaſed 
God to raiſe him up friends to obtain 
a reprieve for him, he was throughly.

as they were actually taken from the mouths 


of the perſons themſelves, who (as dying 


men) could have no intereſt in declaring 
talſnoods; I ſhall give them as near as poſ- 
ſißle in the manner they were related, and 

in 
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in the order of time they weie committed. 
And natwithſtanding theſe robberies are 
forty-three in number, they were all com- 
mitted in ſo ſhort a. ſpace of time, as from 
the 5th of January laſt to the 22d of May, 
not by the whole ſeven together, but ſome- 
times by three of them, at other times four, 
and at ſome others two; but in general they 
robbed three in a company. 3 

1. The very firſt time of turning out 
(as they term it) was the 5th of January 
laſt, when three of them only ſet out toge- 
ther, and after rambling about for ſome 
time, about eight at night, between Pancras 
and 'Keatiſh-town, they met a man, whom 


they attacked, and demanded his money, 


he immediately delivered what he had, 


which was only one ſhilling in filver, and 


three penny worth of halfpence; they 
would have taken his coat which was a pret- 
ty good one, but he pleading that he was 
only a poor carpenter, they deſiſted ſtrip- 
ping him, telling him that it being their firſt 
robbery he might eſcape, but that the next 
perſon they attacked ſhould pay for it. 

11. The next robbery they committed 
was two nights following, viz.
